THE  PENTATEUCH 

Fiaal  Suggestions  in  regard  to  renderings  proposed  by  the  American 
Company  in  tlie  Books  of  Moses  with  which  the  British  Company  have 
not  concurred.  The  last  British  correction  precedes  the  dash  :  the  Ameri- 
can suggestion  follows  it.  In  some  cases  we  have  simply  expressed  a 
preference  :  elsewhere  we  desire  that  our  suggestions,  if  not  adopted  either 
in  the  text  or  margin,  may  be  recorded  as  heretofore  agreed  upon  in  an 
appendix. 


GENESIS. 


I.  11,  12  his  kind— its  kind  (3  times) 

The  British  rule  substitutes  its  for  his  when  it  refers  to  things  abso- 
lutely inanimate.  Would  it  not  be  a  satisfactory  compromise  to 
extend  this  rule  likewise  over  the  domain  of  vegetable  life,  and  limit 
his  to  that  of  animal  life  where  the  distinction  of  sex  is  more 
obvious  ? 
29  meat — food  (where  a  word  has  so  entirely  changed  its  meaning, 

this  should  be  recognized  in  a  version  intended  not  for  scholars 

but  for  plain  people  as  well.)

Elsewhere  "iniquity"  is  left.  In  1st  Chron.  17:9,  "  wickedness "  is 
changed  to  "iniquity;"  2d  Chron.  19:7,  "iniquity"  is  left.  In  2d  Sam. 
7:10,  "wickedness  "  is  changed  to  "iniquity."  These  are  all  the  cases, 
but  Prov.  22:8.  A.  V.  "iniquity."  I  would  either  put  everywhere  "  un- 
righteousness," or  leave  everything  unchanged.
